Bicycle  circles  in  this  city  are  much 
agitated  over  the  certain  clash  which  is 
preaching  with  reference  to  the  na- 
1  i-.al  annual  show.  It  will  be  remem- 
b-  I-.  .  that  tins  lias  hitherto  been  held  in 
t!u  Madison  Fqnare  Garden,  and  as  it 
lias  usually  proved  a  source  of  revenue 
f.-r  that  nut  over-remunerative  structure 
tr  w  as  but  natural  that  Manager  Sanger 
'■lonld  have  wanted  it  again.  Forue 
tr>  ai  tile  arose,  howevi  r,  and  tho  powers 
that  be  decided  that  tin ■  show  should  be 
li  Id  at  tbe  Grand  Central  palace,  a  large 
building  which  has  so  far  never  justified 
the  hopes  of  us  projectors  iu  a  pecuniary 
way  if  their  hopes  were  t.f  anything 
but  the  most  modest  character.  Fangor 
cannot  be  blamed  for  not  becoming  hi¬ 
larious  when  this  determination  was  an- 
iit-unct  l  tn  1 1 1  m .  for  it  deprived  him  not 
01.l  v  of  the  revenue,  but  also  of  the  pres¬ 
tige  utti-udcnt  upon  the  national  §ycle 
exhibition.  He  didn’t  even  smile.  He 
b>  earn.'  very,  very  angry  and  promptly 
dei  tiled  to  hold  a  show  all  by  himself  in 
tin-  big  Garden.  As  there  is  one  of  tin1 
largest  manufacturers  who  nevi  r  exhi¬ 
bits  at  the  other,  lie  had  at  least  a  start, 
and  there  \vt  re  man}-  accessions  from 
makers  who  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
management  of  the  previous  “annuals.” 
Thus  if  soon  became  apparent  that  San¬ 
ger  had  not  been  making  an  idle  threat, 
and  that  he  was  really  a  serious  compet¬ 
itor.  Wo  are  therefore  likely  to  have 
two  first  class  shows  instead  of  one,  as 
heretofore.  And  as  t Imre  is  no  longer  a 
monopoly  hi  this  particular  line,  there  is 
a  probability  that  the  spirit  of  liberality 
which  has  up  to  the  present  time  been 
conspicuously  absent  will  once  more 
come  to  the  front.  In  any  event,  the 
dear  public,  about  the  welfare  of  which 
all  bicycle  manufacturers  are  .so  «olici- 
tous,  will  be  likely  to  be  benefited.

Wkiicift  Drake  ami  Cecil  Rhode*. 

You  ignore  the  fact  that,  there  were 
two  Drakes,  as  there  are  two  Cecil 
Rhodeses.  When  Drake's  consummate 
seamanship  and  audacious  courage  suc¬ 
cessfully  resisted  the  armada  and  sent 
the  Duke  of  Fidonia  "back  to  St  Mary 
Port  among  his  orange  trees,”  he  be¬ 
came,  and  will  justly  remain  for  all 
time,  an  Fnglish  hern.  But  eight  years 
previously  Drake  stole  the  church  plate 
of  Lnui  .  when  Spain  was  at  peace  with 
Eng  lan  1. 

1  lis  robbery  disgraced  England  and 
him-elf.  In  the  remarkable  volume  of 
letn-rs  and  state  papers  relating  to  Eng- 
li.-'u  affairs  edited  by  Major  Sharp 
Hume,  from  the  archives  at  Simancas,  I 
have  counted  39  instances  iu  which  the 
rest  i  rut  ion  of  Drake’s  plunder  is  referred 
to  1  v  Dr.  Mendoza  in  language  which 
mir,ht  be  employed  today  by  tin*  agent 
gem  nil  of  the  Transvaal.  There  i 
nothing  admirable  in  the  episode  of  the 
Lima  plate;  quite  the  reverse.  Is 
not,  therefore,  a  good  thing  to  distin¬ 
guish  ljctwc.  11  the  good  and  the  bad  in 
Drake  as  in  Mr.  Rhodes?  If  Drake  hud 
been  broken  in  l.'»?9  for  his  theft  0/  the 
Lima  chalices  and  patens,  he  would 
never  have  had  the  opportunity  of  win¬ 
ning  half  tin-  throe  days’  battles  in  the 
channel  in  August,  lo.sis.  On  the  other 
hand,  to  condone  the  piratical  expedi¬ 
tions  of  the  earlier  part  of  Drake's  ca¬ 
reer  because  later  on  he  acted  nobly 
and  as  a  true  Englishman  is  unueces- 
sar.v. 

Should  not  the  same  thing  hold  good 
about  Mr.  Rhodes?  We  may  admire  and 
be  grateful  for  his  stand  against  Ger¬ 
main-  while  condemning  his  plot 
against  a  friendly  state  and  the  Stock 
Exchange  aroma  of  the  whole  transac¬ 
tion. — London  Chronicle. 

Cooper  Not  Vet  Neglected. 

In  commenting  in  Longman's  Maga¬ 
zine  nil  the  recent  “Introduction  to  the 
Study  of  American  Literature”  Mr.  An¬ 
drew  Lang  declares  that  Cooper  “seems 
to  be  a  good  deal  neglected  now.  No- 
botivgoes  on  the  trail  with  Natty  Bum- 
po  (sic).  ”  It  may  be  that  Cooper  is 
neglected  in  England,  but  lie  has  not 
been  neglected  by  all  recent  British  an- 
thors,  for  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  read 
him  and  praised  him  and  borrowed 
from  him,  and  Mr.  Rudyard  Kipling 
told  an  American  friend  not  long  ago 
that  he  had  just  been  reading  Cooper 
through  and  through  with  constantly 
inn.  using  appreciation.  And  Cooper  is 
not  neglected  by  the  publishers  either 
in  France  or  in  America.  Iu  Paris  not 
long  ago  a  sumptuously  illustrated 
translation  of  the  most  famous  of  Coop¬ 
er's  stories  was  issued  uniform  with  a 
translation  of  the  most  famous  of 
Scott’s  novels.  In  the  United  States 
"The  Last  of  the  Mohicans”  has  now 
been  put  on  the  list  of  books  which  a 
boy  must  read  before  he  can  get  into 
coli.-ge.  The  Putnams  have  begun  to 
publish  a  complete  set  of  his  novels,  il¬ 
lustrated,  and  to  be  known  as  the  Mo¬ 
hawk  edition.  T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Co. 
have  iu  preparation  a  new  edition  of 
the  five  Leatherstocking  Tales,  to  be  il¬ 
lustrated  with  full  page  photogravures, 
by  Mr.  Frank  T.  Merrill  and  to  be  in¬ 
troduced  bv  a  lnug  biographical  and 
critical  essay  by  Professor  Brander  Mat¬ 
thews.  — Bookman. 

A  Cow  Worth  More  Than  a  Mid. 

In  the  United  States  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  law  affecting  the  civil  rights 
of  the  citizen,  his  property  rights  grow¬ 
ing  "ut  of  controversies  between  man 
and  man  upon  contracts,  has  come  to  be 
regarded  as  of  much  more  importance 
than  the  enforcement  of  the  law  which 
protects  the  life  of  the  citizen.  All  can 
notice  that.  The  criminal  law  and  its 
administration  have  rather  fallen  into 
disgrace.  That  is  especially  true  of  the 
large  cities  of  the  country.  All  must 
agree  that  it  is  more  important  to  pro¬ 
tect  a  man’s  life  than  it  is  his  property. 
If  the  man’s  life  is  destroyed,  if  the  as¬ 
sassin  fires  into  his  house  and  takes 
away  Ins  life,  is  that  not  a  greater  dep¬ 
rivation  hail  to  despoil  him  of  his 
hors.  -  or  1  is  cow  or  even  of  all  the  other 
property  which  he  possesses?  Now  why 
is  tli  is  th  *  case?  It  is  largely  because  of 
the  corrupt  methods  resorted  to  to  de¬ 
feat  the  aw’s  administration  and  be¬ 
cause  courts  of  justice  look  to  the  shad¬ 
ow  in  the  shape  of  technicalities  rather 
than  to  the  substance  in  the  shape  of 
crime.  —  North  American  Review.

SCRAPERS  INVIT  A  HOLOCAUST. 

Once  Well  Startoil  a  •  outlaBral  ion  Might 

Wipe  Out  the  Ih-Ht  1‘art  of  the  Unsim-ss 

Section — Too  Mat-I.  Iron,  Suyt*  Chit-l  of 

Fire  Department  I  nncr. 

New  York’s  hu--  >-ss  section — that 
part  of  the  city  that  -i<  1  udtv  fin*  in-u  <  <6 
of  modern  fin  pro.  •  buildings  —  is  in 
great  duuger  of  beit  wiped  out  by  fire. 
Capitalists  who  fur  sh  the  money  that 
pays  for  erecting  t  -so  m-v—  t, ildmgs 
do  not  seem  to  reuliv  this  fuctT  alt  hough 
the  veteran  chief  ol  the  fire  <h  piutmeat 
reiterates  this  statei  *  nt  about  onoe  a 
year.  Read  what  hi  suys. 

“That  a  big  sc  ion  of  lower  New 
York  some  day  will  he  wiped  out  by 
fire  is  probable  if  listing  conditions 
continue,”  Fire  Chi  f  Bonner  said  to  a 
Press  reporter. 

These  conditions  at  e  tho  height  of  the 
buildings,  the  mat.  nil  used  in  tlu-ir 
construction,  the  ■  arrowness  of  the

burning  area  could  •  blown  up,  as  the

;  prairie  fire.  This  tin  ry  is  not  advanced 
j  any  more  by  iutellij..  lit  men,  says  the 
J  chief. 

"We  can  fight  a  lire  125  feet  high,  or 
ten  stories.  Above  that  we  are  well 
t  nigh  helpless.  They  ^ay  that  the  modern 
tall  fireproof  building  needs  not  as  much 
protection  as  the  ordinary  low  structure. 
But  the  fireproof  budding  is  yet  to  be 
built.  The  commun.  -ts  couldn’t  destroy 
Paris  in  1871  even  )  v  the  use  of  barrels 
of  petroleum.  Iu  /  meriean  buildings 
are  all  the  neeessitn  •  of  a  big,  hot  fire, 
without  the  aid  of  a  drop  <*f  petroleum. 
The  large  struetun  iu  foreign  citie< 
are  built  far  more  -olidlj-  than  ours. 
Having  fewer  forests  and  less  wood, 
European  builders  g  t  along  with  little 
inside  trim  of  wood  Iron  and  steel  iu 
these  days  have  tak*  \  the  place  iu  this 
country  of  masonic.  Nothing  with¬ 
stands  fire  as  well  it  a  well  constructed 
brick  wall.  Iron  c  lumiis  are  covered 
with  four  inches  of  ■  rra  cotta  or  brick, 
which  fire  and  watt  *  can  tear  off  iu  a 
short  time.  Then  the  stripped  iron  is 
left  to  warp  and  tv  -t  and  tumble.  I 
believe  the  coverin  :  should  be  eight 
inches. 

"With  only  one  n-cht  watchman  in  a 
building,  in  danger  like  all  mortals,  of 
sudden  sickness  or  11  capacity,  and  with 
no  night  elevator,  .  lire  could  get  a 
good  headway  iu  th-  upper  floors  of  a 
20  or  30  story  build. ng.  Bursting  out, 
of  the  windows  and  armed  by  a  strong 
wind,  the  flumes  could  easily  leap  tin 
narrow  streets  of  hm  or  New  York  and 
a  fire  of  enormous  1  'tent  and  damage 
begin. 

"1  have  always  o)  posed  putting  u  big 
building  iu  Uity  li  .11  nark,  believing 
tiiat  the  time  might  conic  \vlu-n  that 
area,  needful  us  a  1  ise  of  operations, 
would  be  the  salvati  11  of  the  c:t>-.  ” 

Most  of  the  new  -  cyscrapers  have  fir.- 
fighting  appliances  <  their  own  of  m.  r. 
or  less  value.  Tank-  on  the  roof  and  in 
the  cellar  are  suppli  -1  and  kept  full  In- 
various  systems,  but  these  are  as  much 
for  the  ordinary  requ  rementsof  tenants 
as  for  possible  use  ir  lire.  Fnme  of  tb^ 
structures  have  stain  pipes  inside  or  cu/- 
side  the  wall.  Lega  ly  there  is  no  way 
of  compelling  the  builders  of  what  ts 
called  u  "fireproof”  '-uilding  to  put  in 
more  than  the  most  -rdinarj*  fire  appli¬ 
ances,  even  above  th  125  foot  line. 

Building  a  20  stor  e  structure  is  much 
like  buildiug  a  dw*  ling  house  in  one 
respect — there’s  alw  •%>  deviations  from 
the  plans  and  nupro  <  incuts  upon  them. 
For  every  alteration  ’rout  the  drawings 
filed  with  the  build  1  g  department  the 
permission  of  the  nurd  of  examiners 
must  be  had.  If  the  iterations  are  prop¬ 
er,  consent  is  gran'.-d,  but  on  condi¬ 
tion  that  approved  1  >- appliances  be  put 
iu  tnc  building,  pat  ■  icularlj-  in  the  up¬ 
per  stories.  These  it  dude  a  stipulation 
that  at  least  oue  elt  (tor  shall  be  readj' 
to  run  at  auj*  time  1  the  night,  in  or¬ 
der  that  the  firemen  can  get  up  and 
down  quickly;  the  )  ltting  of  hose  and 
fire  buckets  on  each  'lour,  and,  usually, 
u  standpipe,  with  >  "upliugs  for  each 
floor.  When  the  builders  consent  to  add 
these  equipments  mid  others  deemed 
necessary,  including  1  competent  night 
watch  service,  perui  siou  is  grunted  to 
make  the  alteratioi  This  applies,  of 
course,  only  to  bu  dings  under  con¬ 
struction  recently.  •  f  those  already  up 
there  is  small  hop.  unless  the  under¬ 
writers’  offer  of  low*  r  premiums  appeal 
sufficiently  to  the  pi*  ketbouk. 

To  the  end  that  tb  fire  resistance  of 
buildiug  materials  si  ill  be  known  posi¬ 
tively,  fire  tests  havi  been  made  under 
the  supervision  of  th  superintendent  of 
buildings.  Three  sue.  public  exhibitions 
already  have  been  odd,  and  they  will 
be  continued  at  iut  rvals  through  tin- 
winter.  When  finish  d,  Superintendent 
Constable  will  muk  a  report  to  the 
board  of  examiners. 

The  cry  for  more  water  in  the  lower 
part  of  tlie  cits-  has  "een  insistent  for 
years.  Many  have  I  .-u  the  plans  for 
reservoirs  ut  the  Bui  ■  ry  and  on  either 
side  half  a  mile  or  a  mile  up  stream. 
Every  time  an  extra  line  of  pipe  has 
been  laid  with  the  nt  ject  of  furnishing 
the  needed  surplus  t  has  been  tapped 
up  town.

That  New  Y’ork  v  1  be  brought  face 
to  face  with  grave  1  ril  from  the  30 
storied  structures  uless  precautions 
plentiful  and  time!  are  taken  is  not 
doubted  by  those  wh-  have  studitsi  the 
problem  of  maintaining  sufety  with 
mountuRiious  firetr  ids  in  narrow 
streets.
